M o., on O c t o ­ 
ber 23, 
1869, and the date of his 
execu tio n set for D ecem b er 17 of 
the same year. 
T w o days prior to the execution 
o f his sentence F reem an broke jail 
^a n d m ade good his escape, as co m ­ 
p letely as if the groun d had s w a l­ 
lo w e d him. 
S h o t w o o d talks but little. 
H e 
adm its that he broke jail about that 
tim e in S edalia, M o., and that he 
w a s a fterw a rd s recaptured, taken 
b a c k to jail, tried for murder and 
a cq u itted . 
H e denies bein g in Bates county, 
w h e re he is n o w w an ted . 
Sheriff 
M u d d is confident that he answ ers 
the description. 
T h e 
m an w h o recognized him 
has 
telegrap h ed 
and 
w ill arrive 
here in the m orn in g. 
S h o u ld this 
p ro ve to be the same person, ar­ 
ran gem en ts w ill at once be made 
to take the aged prisoner back to 
B a tes cou n ty.

stant death.

S h a ttu c k then occupied a 
cottage w here D e x te r ’ s book store 
n o w is, the only house in the block 
on that street, and the late Dr. 
Boyer lived just above the P re sb y ­ 
terian church. 
T h ese tw o men 
found 
Jo n es’ 
dead body in the street and gave 
the 
alarm. 
S p o tsw o o d 
w as sus- 
picioned at once, and the officers 
found him in the hay loft, hidden 
under the hay, in K u llm e r's livery 
barn, on F ift h street, just back of 
the H offm an building.

T h e man w as arrested and taken 
to the log calaboose, 
w h ich stood 
on the lot n o w occupied by S W . 
M ajor & Son , at 212 O sage street. 
E xcite m e n t ran high, and public 
indignation reached such a pitch 
that a vigilance 
com m ittee, com- 
oosed of some ot the best k n o w n 
citizens of the to w n , made an effort 
to mete out sw ift punishment to 
S p otsw ood . 
T h e mob visited the 
jail, 
the 
door w as forced, and the leader’s 
strong voice penetratea the d a rk ­ 
ness and broke the stillness w ith the 
a w fu l w a rn in g , “ S p o tsw o o d . pre­ 
pare to meet your G o d ! ” 
But S p o tsw o o d heard not. 
T h e 
officers, learning the intentions of 
the mob, 
spirited their prisoner 
a w a y . 
H e 
w as 
taken 
to 
some 
other jail. 
It is a fact that S p o tsw o o d broke 
jail. 
T h e 
D e m o c r a t ’ s 
in fo rm ­ 
ants could not rem ember to w h at 
jail he had been taken for safe­ 
keep in g. O ne suggested V ersailles, 
and a second seemed to remember 
that he w as taken to the jail at 
Butler. 
B e that as it m ay, 
S p o tsw o o d 
w as afterw ard s arrested in T exas, 
brought back to Sedalia, tried and 
acquitted.

from as a gam bler in T ex as, but 
for several years n oth in g has been 
k n o w n of him.

John M. Talbot will test the 
new law u nder which the cou nty 
officials are refu sing to pay witness 
or ju ry fees to any person ag ainst 
whom 
back 
tax es stand on the 
books, say s Satu rday ’s St. Joseph 
News. 
He has bou g ht fees from 
witnesses who owe back tax es, 
and claims that the law is u ncon­ 
stitu tional as it is being applied. 
The new law was passed by the 
ast leg islatu re, and was sig ned by 
he g ov ernor May 11 of this y ear. 
It became operativ e at once, bu t 
back of that time, according to the 
contention of Talbot, it has no ef­ 
fect. 
He is so well satisfied that 
his position is correct that he will 
institu te a su it to test it. 
The action will be ag ainst the 
cou nty treasu rer, and will 
be a 
friendly one, for the sole pu rpose 
of testing the law 
It is an ex 
post facto law, as it is being ap­ 
plied now. 
Witnesses and ju rors, 
when they present a warrant for 
fees, are requireH to present at ttie 
same time 
i cniiticate from the 
cou nty coliecDir stating that they 
are not delincju eu t in the pay ment 
of tax es. 
Talbot’s contention is that tax es 
du e before May 11 cannot be com­ 
pu ted in the enforcement of the 
law. 
A ny tax es du e on or after- 
May I I , 
189 9 , the day the law 
was sig ned and went into effect, 
can be held ag ainst witnesses and 
ju rors. 
Sev eral lawy ers hav e g iv en opin­ 
ions on the su bject, and they hold 
that Talbot is rig ht. 
He holds 
many orders for wu tnesS fees that 
cou ld not be collected shou ld the 
law be as the cou nty officials are 
interpreting it now. 
Pay ment has 
been refu sed on the warrants he 
holds on that accou nt, and he will 
institu te the su it in one case to 
make a test.
